SECRETARY NOTSPARED 


Brandeis Upheld in Ques- 
tions by Members of 
Commitee. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Po«t-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The cross-ex- 
amination of Secretary Ballinger before 
the committee which is investigating the 
‘‘Ballinger-Pinchot case” became so per- 
sonal and pointed today that the Cabi- 
net officer appealed to the members of 
the committee for protection against the 
insinuations of Glavis’ counsel. 

When he took the stand today, Bal- 
linger read a number of letters ex- 
changed between himself and James R. 
Garfield and Henry M. Copp, a Wash- 
ington lawyer, subsequent to the last 
national election in reference to prom- 
inence/ which had been given to his 
name in connection with the portfolio 
of Secretary of the Interior. In his 
letter to Garfield he ‘referred to the 
‘Jasting friendship and confidence” he 
had for Mr. Garfield. Garfield's reply 
was equally friendly in tone and began: 
“My dear Dick.” . 

Asked Private Interview. 

Mr. Copp’s letter asked for a ‘private 
interview in Washington, in which he 
wished to expldin ‘‘the cruel influence 
which the Northern Pacific Raflroad has 
in the Secretary's office at present.’’

‘The conviction of Frank J. Miner, re- 
puted millionaire and member of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, for maintaining 
a bucketshop is believed by Circuit At- 
torney Jones to be the death knell of 
illegal stock and grain gambling in St. 
Louis. Miner mu3t_serve 4ve years in 
the penitentiary unless the verdict of 
the jury is set aside. 

Miner, head of the Merchants’ Stock 
ané Grain Co., which succeeded the Cel- 
la Grain and Commission Co., was ihe 
only one of seven $ileged bucket shop 
proprietors to ¢*.y7 the State when the 
Circuit Attorney began war on that form 
of stock and grain speculation a@ year 
ago. The six others by agreement ceased 
operation to avoid prosecution, 

Miner did not take thé witness stand 
in his own behalf or offer any testimony 
to rebut the State's evidence. Through 
his attorney, Chester H. Krum, he re- 
fed upon technicalities to prevent the 
State from making a case. 

Jury Easily Convinced, 

Assistant Circuit Attorney “Newton, 
who prosecuted Miner and who has the 
distinction of.conducting the first suc- 
cessful crusade against bucket,shops in 
St. Louis, experienced little difficulty 
in convincing the Jury that the Mer- 
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chants’ Stock and Grain Co. was not en: j

To show that Miner wis the-head of 
the company .Newton offered the testi- 
mony of George H. Hoffman, cashier of J: 
the Merchants-Laclede Bank, who stated 
that on June 29, 1009, Miner, who,was 
introduced to thé bank officials by Louis 
Cella, opened.an account in the name): 
the Merchants’. Stock and. Grain Ce. - 

The State also proved that the stock- 
holders in. the cémpany were made -up 
for the most part. cc” elevator-boys .a d 
porters who were in the employ of Min- 
er and who received their pay envelopes 
from the-head porter. 

It was alleged by.the State that the 
Merchants’ Stock and Grain Company 
was not in a position to deliver any of 
the commodities it prented to sell. 

‘“‘A bantam rooster could eat ‘all the 
grain handled by the Merchants’ Stock 
and Grain Company and still be hun- 
gry,’’ said Newton -in nis argument to 
the jury. 

Newton's argument was based on the 
testimony of Policemen Ben Heckel and 
John Chapman, who stated they..nego- 
tiated with the company for the pur- 
chase of corn, oats and wheat, and that 
when they demanded the delivery of 
their purchases the. company failed to 
comply. 

The policemen did not deal directly 
with Miner himself, and for that reason 
his connection with the company had to 
be brought out by the testimony of the 
bank cashier with whom Miner opened 
the company’s account.

Details of Testimony Agree

CHICAGO, May 6.—That a Democratic 
leader ids been indicted and a legislator 
other than Charles A. White, has con- 
fessed to the, acceptance of a bribe was 
confirmed by State’s Attorney Wayman 
‘today. According to Mr. Wayman the 
new conféssion corroborates White o1' 
the following points: 

First, that each received $1000 for one 
act; second, that each received $900 at 
another time; third, that each was 
called to the Southern Hotel, St. Louis, 
where an alleged: “jackpot” was dis- 
tributed. 

White’s confession as printed in @ 
Chicago newspaper states that $1000 was 
the sum he received for casting his vote 
for Lorirher for Senator. 

The State Attorney declares the in- 
dictment against a Democratic repre- 
sentative probably will be returned from 
Judge Kersten toeday. The publicity 
given the second confession was deter- 
mined on by members of the grand 
jury, who are said to believe that the 
news might move other -legislators to 
unburden, their consciences. 

It is said that the grand jury er 
considered indictments for perjury in 
certain cases and word came forth in 
veiled, but aparently authoritative man- 
ner, that should any witnesses whe have 
been before the jury wish to change 
their testimony they need not fear the 
perjury charge. 

Representative H. J. C, Beckemeyer 
of Carlyle, Ill., who testified before the 
grand jury today, is believed to have 
been the one who acknowledged that he 
received $1000 for his vote. 

The fact that Mr. Beckemeyer had 
made a “clean breast of it’ was dis- 
closed late yesterday, after the grand 
jury had adjourned, and after: State 
Attorney Wayman had put Represen- 
tatives Michael 8, Link of Mitcheil and 
Henry <A. Shephard of ° Jerseyville 
through a merciless grilling. 


Willson Denies Corruption, 

Representative Robert E. Wilson of 
Chicago, named by White as thé mah 
who had given Link, Shephard,’ Buke, 
Beckemeyer, Clark and White their 
share of the Democratic end of the 
“jackpot” in a bathroom in the ‘Séuth- 
ern Hotel, in St. Louis, had been al- 
lowed earlier in the day to give: the 
grand jurors his denial of corruption. 

Besides Wilson, Representatives Link 
and Shephard were before the grand 
jury several times during the day, and 
when they left they were each in charge 
of a detective from the State Attorney’s 
office. ' They were not under arrest, 
but were under a strict surveillance that 
required their respective guardians’ not 
to lose sight of them until they again 
appear before the grand jury tomor- 
row.

SYSTEM IN EVERYTHING 


Nothing but Coffee Grounds 
Are Thrown Away in His 
Traveling Kitchen. 


Housewives who are Jamenting over 
the high cost of living and the strain 
of making both ends meet should take 
a leaf from the book of Alfred L. Webb, 
chief of the commissary department 
of the Ringling circus, which is turn- 
ing crowds away this week from every 
performance at Handlan Park, Laclede 
and Grand avenues. 

These aré some of the miracles which 
he accomplishes: 

Feeds 1275 ravenous athletes and 
laborers thrice a day at an average 
cost of 2 cents a meal. 

Keeps so vigilant an eye upon his 
stock that if one can of tomatoes 
-teo much or too little is opened, he 

‘ wants to know why. 

Has eliminated waste in the kitch- 
en until about the only thing he 
throws away is coffee grounds. 

Has never failed in 2% years to 
serve a bounteous meal on schedule 

time to the little circus city, through 
month after month of one-night 
stands, and whether in St. Louis or 

Tembstone, Ariz, 

Buys butter by the ton and eggs 
by the hundreds of dozen, but knows 
what becomies of every ounce of but- 
ter and every eggs. 

Knows in detall everything that 
happens in his flying restaurant, 
in which are 93 employes, 36 feet of 
ranges, a bake-oven, grocery, butch- 
er and “spud’’ wagons, and a cafe 
tent seating 1100 at once. 

Does all his buying, and purchases 
nothing until he has inspected it 
with his own eyes. 

Gets up at 5 @. m. every day so as 
to be first at the markets on the 
lookout for bargains. 


Wife Is Net an Expert. 
“Most wemen seem to know almost 


mothing of systematic, business-like 
housekeeping,”” said Webb Friday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘Take my wife, 
for instance. We have a home in Chi- 
cago and two children. When I am 
with them in the winter, she has the 
Bréatest trouble on earth keeping 


i eneugh food in the-heuse.

successful a housekeeper. 

"The whole secret is system and econ- 
omy. As an example of the latter, I 
have a bread and butter man and his 
assistant. All they do is to watch the 
table during meal times for untouched 
and unsolled bread, which they gather 
up and serve again. These two men 
more than save their salaries. 

“The bread and meat scraps are ‘col- 
lected and cooked with corn meal into 
cakes. for the dogs and bears. All the 
bones are boiled for. soup stock, and 
when scrapeii bare, are sold to fertiliz- 
ing plants. All fat is rendered from the 
meat, and after being used for frying 
purposes is made into soft soap. The 
garbage, such as potato and fruit peel- 
ings, is sold to the stock yards or to 
farmers for their hogs. The coffee 
grounds and tea dregs are about our 
only absolute loss, and I’m trying to 
find some method of getting a profit out 
ef them,”’ 

Another fault of housewives, accord- 
ing ¢o Webb, is their failure to plan 
ahead for the needs of the family. 

Plans Laid in Advance. 

‘TY have to scheme for weeks in ad- 
vance,” he said, ‘‘and instead of having 
only the markets of one town -to antici- 
pate, I have those of the entire con- 
tinent and must be familiar with them 
and with dealers in every town. 

“Before the circus reaches a city, I 
always have enough food stored up 
there to last during our stay. Some- 
timés we go to towns of 500 or 600 in- 
habitants, or about nalf as many as 
we have with the show. These towns 
are often far from a big center where 
food may be had in abundance. But 
I have never missed providing a meal. 
_“"We have an emergency wagon in 
which ,there is always food enough for 
the circus for a couple of days. It is 
stocked with canned méats, hams and 


‘bacon, and tinned vegetables. But we 


have néver had te call upon the -re- 
serve."’ 

If an army, as Napoleon said, “trav. 
els on its stomach,” so does a circus.

Webb comes of a family of circus 
caterers, his brother, Judson C, -Webb, 
having been the inventor of the com- 
issary system)now in use in all cir- 
cuses. Alfred Webb is one of the Ring- 
lings’ highest salaried employes, and is 
in supreme command of the _ eircus 
whenever none of the Ringling brothers 
happens to be along. Usually there are

11. BODIES RECOVERED 


Black Damp Formed and 
Caught Those Who May 
Have Escaped the Blast. 


By Arsociated Press, 
PALOS, Ala., May 6:—This little min- 


ing village is in mourning today. More 
than half of the male population is be- 
lieved to have perished as the result 
of an explosion in mine No. 3 of the 
Palos Coal and Coke @o. Wednesday. 

One hundred and eighty-five men—4 
white men and 140 negroes—were prob- 
ably killed. Eleven bodies had been re- 
covered before dawn. Nine .men were 
found today. Rescuers have not yet 
reached the 2300-foot level, where most 
of the men were working. . There it is 
expecteu the majority of the bodies will 
be foun’. 

Biack Damp Forms. 

Coming so soon after the disaster at 
Mulga, Ala., whers so many miners lost 
their lives, the explosion has caused the 
greatest consternation here. Many of 
the miners from that district came: here 
to work and some of them were among 
those who lost their lives here. ; , 

Black damp, which formed soon after 
the explosion, and which. is believed to 
have caused the death of those who 
escaped the explosion, is being expelled 
gradually, and men with oxygen helmets 
and other paraphernalia are entering 
the gaseous mine, and it is hoped that 
all the bodies will be brought to the 
surface today. 


Numerous cave-ins in the mine were’ 


caused by the explosion, and families 
of the entombed men hope that many 
of them have escaped the deadly after- 
math behind these walls. 


Little Hope Held Out. 

Mine officials and experts, however, 
hold out no hope. They say it is im- 
possible that any are alive. The cause 
of the explosion has not been definitely 
explained, but it is supposed to have 
been caused by a man entering a gas 
pocket with a lighted lamp. 

Daylight found a little group of wom- 
en and children at the mine waiting 
anxiously. for news from those below. 
All night they had kept their vigil in 
hope that some of the miners might be 
found alive.

St. Louis heard the President's plea with pleas- 
ure, We agree with him that justice: ought, .to 
bé expedited and that delay often works a defeat 
‘of justice. 

Without reform legislation the President hast 
an opportunity to act upon his admirable principle 
in behalf of St. Louis. He can expedite justice 
for this city. Four years ago, at the urgent re- 
quest of citizens of St. Louis, the Department, of 
Justice in Washington, by direction of Theodore 
Roosevelt, instituted a suit to dissolve the St. 
Louis Terminal Railroad Association as an unlaw- 
ful combination. Judges Adams, Hook, Sanborn 
and Vandeventer, sitting as a United States Court 
of Appeals, failed to agree upon a decision and 
certified the case to the United States Supreme 
Court. The Supreme Court refused to pass upon 
the case until it is decided by the lower court, 
and returned it to the Circuit Court for retrial. 

This. suit, of vital importanee to the people of 
St. Louis on account of the oppressive burdens 
of monopoly, from which they seek relief, has 
wandered to Washington ahd back. It now awaits 
the disposition of the Federal Government, The 
fate of the suit depends upon the action of Mr. 
Taft’s Attorney-General and his subordinates. 

In the interest of justice to a great city whose 
hospitality he has just enjoyed, will Mr. Taft 

see that this anti-monopoly suit is promptly and 
vigorously prosecuted in the courts? Until better 
machinery can be constructed, the machinery we 
have should be used’ to best advantage.

Wilson’s,Specious Arguments. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I note by the papers of today in connection with 
the address made by Secretary Wilson a statement 
as to the cause of increased prices of necessities. 
The cause as given is the increase of “population 
natural and that occasioned by foreign immigra- 
tion.” Weare astonished (that is, we unlearned and 
ingorant people) at the marvelous increase in the 
population in this country during the past winter.
